Bryan ad- 
mits getting $19 in that manner, and 
asserts that others got more.

He re- 
turned with a smaii phial, which Bry- 
an says was filled with laudanum aad 
chloral. Two glosses of beer were 
poured out, one of waich^was drugged. 
Bryan says that after tho priest had 
taken the beer £he man who drugged it 
admitted he was going to rob the 
priest. 
Bryan, then said that

•woul.d not allow that in his place, and 
made the men take the priest out of 
the room. He says he knew nothing 
further about 'the affair until Saturday 
morning, when, he "was told the body of 
a priest had been (found in a hallway 
of the house next. door. Bryan said that 
he became frightened and left town. 
It is said that T3ryan was arrested for 
highway robbery In 1897. and his pic- 
ture is in the rogues' gallery under the 
name ol Jack Harris.

sued; by Mr. Penrose, providing that 
when a soldier serving in the Philip- 
pines re-enlists he- shall be paid f300, 
he average cost of sending s. new sol- 
dier to the archipelago and brin'siag a 
discharged maa home. Mr. Money in- 
.roduced an amendment limiting oper- 
ations of the arnay olll to the time be- 
tween now and July 1 next, and pro- 
viding that after the latter flate the 
army shall be restored to its size pre- 
vious to 1SSS, except the artillery arm, 
where the increase is to be maintained.

Dr. Ixmis Rohinson tells as ho^\' va- 


rious animals sleep. "The chimpanzee, 
as far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain," says the writer, "never Sleeps 
•tipon its back, its favorite position be- 
1ns on its side, with one arm under its 
head. In this respect it resembles 
children from four to ten years of age. 
The only gorilla which 1 have had an 
opportunity of observing also appar- 
ently preferred this attitude, but oc- 
casionally seemed to sleep comfortably 
in a crouching position, -with its head 
bowed dowii between its knees. This 
latter attitude appears (o he the one 
adopted by nearly all the lower mon- 
keys. When turned out at pasture all 
horses except those vhieh are crippled 
by disease or injury lie down at night 
with their legs folded beneath their 
Ijodias. Some of the short-limbed and 
thick-Jointed animals, such as the ele- 
phant, hippopotamus and rhinoceros, 
find a difficulty in bending their legs 
under them after the manner of their 
more slender kindred.

sleep upon their sides, in a pig-like 
attitiide.
